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Cost Of Running 
Village May Be 
$53,278 For Year 

General Fund Appropria- 
tion Set at $29,175.00; In- 
crease of $27,350.00 



Antioch's annual appropriation or- 
dinance is published in this issue of 
the News, following its approval and 
passage by the Antioch village board 
Tuesday evening. In keeping with 
many requests that the village board 
"do something" about better policing 
and betterment of other services in 
the village the board has set up quo- 
tas in the various funds which will 
allow these things to be done. 

Most notable increase in 'the ap- 
propriations is an item Included in the 
general fund, calling for $25,000 for 
constmction of new buildings. This 
item was included in the hope that 
Antioch's now municipal building 
may be started sometime during the 
coming year. In the event that work 
can be started, the funds with which 
to go ahead will be already provided 
for and available. Salaries of village 
officials will remain the same, but 
money for legal fees has been ad-, 
vanced from S300 to $450. Most other 
items in the 'general fund category 
remain substantially the same as for 
the last fiscal year. 

Most other funds were -advanced 
from 10 to 25%, with the police fund 
getting the biggest boost, from $1450. 
last year to S2750.00'for this year. 
The street lighting fund is the only 
one reduced, dropping from $2000.00 
last year to $1500.00. One new Hem 
is included in the new ordinance, the 
post-war planning fund, this appropri- 
aton is made to match a like sum 
granted by the government and 
amounts to $4928.00 This money will 
be expended for planning, engineer- 
ing, etc., on Antioch's new sewer and 
water system as well as planning the 
new municipal building. 

Other business transacted by the 
board Tuesday evening included the 
granting of a permit to build a two- 
car garage on North Main street, for 
use as a dwelling until materials arc 
available for the constmction of a 
bungalow in the property. The per- 
mit was issued to Jack Mowen, of 
Chain O' Lakes Cleaners. 

A permit for holding of the Annual 
Legion carnival on the lot south of 
the water tower was- granted. The 
dates of the carnival were set for 
July 11, 12, 13, and 14.

Auto accidents during the four day 
July 4th weekend may claim more 
than 25 lives and injure 300' people 
in Illinois acording to the prophesy 
of Charles M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor club. 

Traffic volume and miles travelled 
in pleasure vehicles are expected to 
equal pre-war years. Many offices and 
factories have indicated that they will 
close for the four day period. Hotels 
and resorts near lakes, favorite fish- 
ing spots and other recreational cen- 
ters arc sold out. 

Surveys being made by police de- 
partments throughout the state and 
nation indicate a high percentage of 
cars whose safety equipment is not 
in order. 

"This is a dismal condition" says 
the motor club executive, "but it can 
be avoided if individual motorists and 
pedestrians are determined to do 
their part." 

He suggests a few common sense 
rules. 

1. Increase the margin for safety. 
Allow plenty of space between your 
car and the one ahead. Reduce speed 
to a minimum at any location where 
pedestrians can be expected, etc. 

2. Watch out for fatigue. This rule 
is particularly important at the con- 
clusion of the holiday period when 
the unusual physical exertion reduces 
an ordinary motorist's ability to re- 
act in emergencies. If you are faced 
with a long drive home Sunday after- 
noon and night prepare yourself to 
withstand the strain. 

3. Don't try to mix alcohol and 
gasoline. You owe a duty to your 
passengers and fellow motorists to be 
in the best possible condition to bring 
them safely through the hazards of 
heavy traffic. 

4. Unless you have a destination 
that requires it stay off the main 
highways. You will enjoy your trip 
more and will help to alleviate traf- 
fic gains and resulting hazards. 

5. Check equipment. Make sure 
tires, brakes, headlights, tail lights, 
stop lights, windshield wipers, etc are 
in first class condition.

No Price Hike 
Noted Here At 
End Of Control 



Antioch merchants and business- 
men took the lifting of price controls 
and the ending of OPA powers calm- 
ly on Monday of this week, and there 
is no evidence that the immediate 
price raise and general chaos pre- 
dicted by wild-eyed new dealers will 
develop here. 

Most merchants feel that some 
raise in prices will be necessary, btit 
that competition and the cver-grow 
ing supply of merchandise will level 
the market off within a period esti- 
mated variously from a few weeks to 
a year. The general opinion seems to 
be that since the 'powers of OPA had 
to be dispensed with at some future 
time, it is just as well now as later, 
however, most are of the opinion that 
some sort of price regulation will be 
resinslatcd by lawmakers within a 
few days. It has been predicted that 
the first step in reinstating OPA will 
be the control of rents. 

"People have been used to "going 
without" during the war years, and 
they will continue to do so if mer- 
chandise prices go sky high," said 
one business man of Antioch, "many 
people feel that they can wait a lit- 
tle longer for that new car, new 
washing machine, or other new equip- 
ment," he added. 

Antioch is fortunate that none of 
the frenzied price raising, which has 
been reported in other communities, 
has taken place here, and it is be- 
lieved that the bugaboo of runaway 
inflation, promised if OPA powers 
were cut, will not materialize.

Veterans' Bonus 
Awaits Approval 
Ot Voters Nov. 5 



Payment of a state bonus to Illi- 
nois veterans cannot be made until 
the bond issue is approved by the 
voters at the general election next 
Nov. 5. 

Passage of the "bonus bill" has re- 
sulted in many inquiries as to its pro- 
visions. Illinois Veterans Service Of- 
ficer A. F. Reutlinger at American 
Legion Home, Waukegan, 111., advises 
that 'application blanks cannot be pre- 
pared until approval of the bond is- 
sue has been voted at the fall elec- 
tion, after which the Service Recogni- 
tion Board is empowered to organize, 
formulate rules and set up proce- 
dures. 

The bill, signed by Governor 
Dwight II. Green on June 14, provides 
for payment of S10 per month for 
service in the United States and $15 
per month for foreign service (in- 
cluding service in Alaska). Minimum 
payment, S50 to those with a mini- 
mum of GO days' service. 

All active honorable service be- 
tween Sept. 1G, 1940 and Sept. 2, 1945 
(both dates inclusive) is basis for 
credits, provided there were 60 days 
of such active service. 

The sum of $900 will be paid the 
next of kin of those who died in ser- 
vice in line of duty. Payment may be 
made to husband or wife, child or 
children, mother, father, person 
standing in loco parentis,, brother or 
sister, in the order named. 

Payment in case of veterans who 
died, after discharge will be made to 
the next of kin in the order named 
above. 

The veteran must have been a resi- 
dent of Illinois at time of entry into 
service and must have been in active 
sen-ice on or after Sept. 16, 1940, and 
prior to Sept, 3, 1945. 

Veterans who entered on active 
duty less than GO days prior to Sept. 
2, 1945, are given additional credit 
up to Nov. 1, 1945, to qualify for the 
minimum payment to $50 for 60 days' 
active service. 

The bill provides that applications 
may be made up «to July 1, 1949. 




Vets Rate High 

Marks at DeKalb 



According to a report issued today 
by the registrar, Edith Leifhcit, 242 
veterans enrolled at Northern Illinois 
State Teachers College during the 
spring quarter ending June 12, made 
a scholastic average of 2.05 as com- 
pared with an average for non-ve- 
terans enrolled in the college of 1.52. 
This continues the trend observed 
during the winter quarter when ve- 
terans also surpassed non-veteran 
students in scholastic standings. On 
the honor point scale in use at the 
college this average indicates a "B" 
average, for all veterans enrolled. 



Japanese to Cut Up 24 

Ships From Battle Fleet 

TOKYO. — Japarfesc workmen 
with acetylene torches will soon 
stnrt cutting to pieces part of the 
battle fleet with which Nippon as- 
pired to conquer the Pacific. One 
battleship, 8 carriers, 10 cruisers, 2 
submarine tenders and 3 minelay- 
ers are marked for the scrap heap. 

Another battleship and a cruiser 
will be sent to Bikini atoll as atomic 
bomb guinea pigs. A ninth carrier 
has been earmarked as a target ship 
for either the atomic bomb or the 
United States navy's big guns. 

Allied authorities have not an- 
nounced what they will do with 43 
Japanese destroyers, 88 subma- 
rines, 14 river gunboats, 93 escort 
craft, and 12 troop transports. They 
may destroy them or allocate them 
among allied nations. 



Farm Hands Get 
Biggest Share 
Of Pay Increase 

Government Survey Shows 

Pay of Farm Hands is 

up 177 Pet. 



If reports of the United States bur- 
eau of statistics can be applied to 
Lake county, the hired man of the 
area has gained the greatest percent- 
age of increase in pay since the pre- 
war years. The increase for the coun- 
try is 177 per cent. The national aver- 
age today for farm help is $1,200 a 
year. In 1939 it was barely S500. For 
industry as a whole, wage increases 
since the war ended, measured by the 
same bureau, have averaged about 
18.5 per cent. There were, of course, 
substantial increases during the war. 

As William K. Vanding, economist, 
writing in a recent issue of Grit 
points out, "Americans are in the 
money. The rates of pay in industries 
of the nation are, on the average, 
about fifty per cent higher than they 
were seven years ago. The 1946 na- 
tional income is expected to be the 
highest in the peace time history of 
the nation. 

"Even wth goods still scarce, na- 
tional spending also is approaching 
a new high record." 

Economists issue this warning: 
Higher wages may be here to stay, 
as a part of American industrial ex- 
pansion, or they may be a part of a 
giant inflation that some day will 
end in an economic crash. Only time 
will reveal which condition the future 
holds. 

Higher wages of American workers 
are largely the result of the serious 
outbreak of strikes that has followed 
the war. 

But not all of the higher pay is 
"profit." The cost of goods people 
buy — automobiles and coal, for ex- 
ample—has gone up, too, under a 
government policy which permits 
employers to increase prices as a 
means of meeting, in part, larger 
payrolls.

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Lobby For America 

What this country needs is more individuals who 
feel that adherence to principle is more important than 
personal political prestige. Cynical realism and political 
expediency have brought the United States to the brink 
of collapse. As one American housewife asks in desper- 
ate earnestness, "Where are the lobbyists for America, 
for justice and for truth?" Millions ask this same 
question. They are frightened by the atmosphere of 
horsctrading and jockeying for power so evident in 
high government and labor circles at a time when the 
world is crying for statesmanship as well as food. 

It is like a breath of clean mountain air when a 
responsible person in public or private life speaks out 
unequivocally for what he believes to be right, and in 
accordance with basic principles of the American idea 
of government, even though it may not be the popular 
thing to say at the moment. Such people are rare today. 
That is why the country is slowly drifting toward social- 
ism and bankruptcy. 

There is no one lobbying effectively for solvent 
government: for the right of the individual to join or 
not join a labor union: for an end to the strangling 
clutch of government bureaus on the activities of every 
private citizen. It is not popular to lobby for these 
things because too many people have the idea that in 
bureaucracy and organized compulsion lie sanctuary 
from inflation. 

Fear of the hazards of the postwar world has led 
to confused restrictions and suppression of natural 
forces which can only result in an explosion of some 
kind. When it comes, those millions who believe in this 
country and its form of government will have to "lobby 
for America" as they never lobbied before.

Compulsion Opposed 

The Wagner-Murray-Dingell Bill (S, 1606) to 
place medical practice under compulsory Federal con- 
trol, contains good points. There can be little disagree- 
ment with its provisions for Federal tax donations to! 
states for the prevention, treatment and control of 
venereal diseases and tuberculosis, provided state man-' 
agement and local determination of need arc main- 
tained; nor for maternal and child-health care and for 



medical care and hospitalization where actual need 
Is shown. But the medical profession Is opposed to the 
bill's compulsory health insurance clauses which would 
establish a medical dictatorship. It docs not wish to 
be subservient lo a Federal Security Administrator 
who would be empowered to hire doctors, dentists, 
nurses, and technicians, and establish rates of pay for 
thorn; determine patients he could serve and in what 
territory; determine what hospitals or clinics may pro- 
vide service, for whom and under what conditions, and 
direct the spending of vast sums. 

While the impression prevails that socialized 
medicine would be largely free, a worker's earnings up 
to 53,600 a year would be subject to a compulsory tax 
of approximately 4 per cent — a deduction from his pay 
check of some 540 per $1,000 on earnings. Even though 
he preferred to join a prepaid voluntary medical ser- 
vice such as is being established in every part of the 
country', ho would still have to pay the Federal assess- 
ment. The medical profession opposes such compulsion 
and regimentation because it feels that it will result in 
deterioration in the quality of medical care.

If You Don't Like Socialism, Oppose It! 

For the past decade the advocates of Federal 
socialization of electric power have had a clear field to 
malign private power companies. Anyone who objected 
to the plan to substitute socialized power for private 
enterprise, as a matter of principle, was Immediately 
branded a tool of the power trusts, an economic royal- 
ist, or some other unsavory term. The fact that social- 
ized power is wholly contrary to our theory of govern- 
ment is carefully hidden from the people by its advo- 
cates. 

When the private electric industry, long silenced 
by abuse from Washington, became vocal and decided to 
fight for its life, it was accused of "lobbying," an acti- 
vity which power socialists considered their exclusive 
privilege. To silence the utilities, a bill to investigate 
their actions was proposed. But when it was enlarged 
to include the lobbying efforts of countless members of 
all government bureaus, including the gigantic Depart- 
ment of Interior, long the main promoter of social- 
ized power in America, the matter was dropped. The J 
utilities state they welcome Congressional inquiry into 
their organization an activities, and that under Article 
1 of the Bill of Rights, they arc entitled to petition 
Congress for redress of grievances, and will avail them- 
selves of that right. 

It is time that public servants be made to account 
for the use of tax funds to build a public power mono- 
poly which is exempt from the anti-trust laws, the gen- 
eral tax laws, and which when established changes our 
form of government. It is time for industry and indivi- 
duals to oppose as never before the encroachment of 
European socialism that is proposed for the United 
States under various guises.
